From Santa Ana J.C. 


Santa Ana Junior College now 
possesses the largest Fellowship of 
Youth for Peace organization on the 
Coast, With an enrollment of about 
240, S. A. J. C. has over fifty stud- 
ents banded together to promote 
world peace. Two members represent- 
ed the group at Asilomar in the 
Christmas vacation. In two meetings 
and a hike the representatives of the 
Pacific Coast colleges met and dis- 
cussed plans of the movement. 
Fances Beloz, a Rumanian student 
at Berkeley was in charge of these 
meetings. He mentioned that each 
organization should draw up a con- 
stitution with the purposes of the 
Movement and the duties of officers. 
He also said that Movements now 
organized could help neighboring col- 
leges in starting like organizations. 
The University of California and 
Stanford so far are the only other 


colleges with organized groups. The 
representatives were surprised at the 
success of the movement here and 


wished to learn of our plans. 

A member was chosen from each 
group to repesent his college and to 
communicate with the other organiz- 
ation. Robert O’Brien was chosen 
from Santa Ana. Thru their represen- 
tatives each group will be connected 


with others of the Pacifie Coast dis- 
trict. One of the problems to be 
taken up by the group as a whole 
is to abolish compulsory military 
training in the varlous colleges. The 
F..of Y. does not wish to oppose such 
training but merely to remove the 
compulsory requirements now _ in 
force. It wishes to advance every 


possible means of peaceful settle- 


ment of disputes between nations.

AT ASILOMAR 
CONFERENCE 


Severe blows were dealt the jinxes 


of civilization ___ war, materialism 
and racial hatreds ___ at the Pacific 
Southwest Y. M. C. A. Asilomar con- 


ference attended by eight junior col- 
lege delegates from here. 

Santa Ana was represented by the 
largest delegation of any junior col- 
lege. The conference was in session 
for 10 days during the holidays. 


A report of the conference results 
was given last Thursday evening at 


a dinner for the campus “Y” and the 


faculty men in the city association 
building. Different prases of discus- 
sions were dealt with by the returned 
students. ; 

Those on the delegation were: 
Hendrik Van Rensselaer, Allen 
Goddard, Robert O’Brien, Alfed Ault, 
Donald Purvis, George Broomell, 
Edward Padgham and McKee Fisk, 
faculty advisor. 

Of consuming interest was the dis- 
cussion of campus probles during the 
sessions. Relationships among men 
and women in colleges were hit. 
“Passing the buck” was declared to 
be a fatal failing of students. 
Creative thought and positive action 
were held at high value. 

Some of the country’s outstanding 
speakers were present to address the 
conference. Among these were Kirby 
Page, of New York, J. Stitt Wilson, 
of Berkeley, Charles Harrey general 
student friendship secretary and 
Thomas Graham, of Oberlin college. 

A cosmopolitan atmosphere was 
created at the conference by the for- 
eign students. There were 14 nation- 
alities represented. More than 300 
students were sent from 30 colleges 
at distances as far as the Hawaiian 
Islands and New Mexico.
